An exhibition of educated parrots recently 

vi in Parig showed clearly’to whut a bigh 
state of perfection these. birds are capable 
of being trained. La Nature gives an ac- 
count of theic inaat temarkxble acconplish- 
ste. Their dtase was a‘long table, at 
end of which were ‘perches, on. which 
save grouped halfa dozen parrote, Four ef 
these wera cockaloce—wlite, with yellow 
cresta ; the other two wore grey parrot, 
with the neck and under-patia rose-colour. 
Among tho tricka whieh they perfurm at tho 
hidding of their owner, Mi Abdy, are the 
following :-—Two fixed ‘bars on upright sup- 
*pBrta are pluced on tho table; a pareat 
climbs up on one of them, urns a somerset, 
“keeps his bead downwards, and passing on 
fo the second bar. goes through the same 
exercise,” ‘Their owner then calls Tom, a 
anal white parrot, who comes towards bin 
“as if about to climb en ono of the bars, but 
rung back agnin, holding down bis head, and 
shaking hia wings in a grotesque way.’ Tom 
ie evidently. {be buffoonof the troupe, “A 
bell is then bronght, with a handle which 
forms a jever; a parrol advances, and, 
-putting one fuot on the lerer, rings the bell, 
The trainer aske' the audience what number 
of rings {bey wish for; someone exclaims 
“seven,” and the parrot ringa the hell aevon 
times, Tho bird ia thenosked bow much 
does three times three mike, and it replies 
by ringing the bell nine tines. A perch is 
then placed ‘on the toble in thy ‘form 
of a see-saw, at each end of which o grey 
parrot. perches, and in tho centre, just above 
the pivot; jumps a maguilcent white ‘parot, 
named Charley, tbe privcipal one in the 
troupe. This parrot, throwing the weight of 
his body succoasivaly to right and left of the 
pirot, racks the see-saw rapidly. To sae the 
animation of this bird daring the perfor. 
Taance, one would suppose that he took a ten! 
pleasure in, rocking bis companions, The 
anme bird then goes through another exerctse, 
Four Sagataifs are sot-up on the table, and 
at the fuot of each is’a flag attached ton 
coud, which passes over apulloy at tho top, 
The flags are English, Preuch, Belgian, and 
American.
